Every  day  we  trust  our  life  and  the  lives  of  our  beloved  to  the  unknown 
driver  of  a  subway-train,  of  a  plane,  a  bus,  a  taxi.

Holy  Communion  during  the  week.  It  is 
certainly  a  very  noticeable  phenomenon 
that  few  avail  themselves  of  the  graces 
waiting  them  so  close  by. 

Inquires  have  been  made  as  to  how 
many  fellows  on  our  own  St.  Joe  campus 
go  to  weekly  Mass  and  Communion.  The 
facts  are  not  at  all  gartifying.  The  best 
attendence  in  recent  times  was  twenty- 
six  percent  of  our  student  body;  the 
usual  or  average  attendence  is  approxi¬ 
mately  ten  percent.  In  Drexel  Hall,  where 
hardly  any  residents  live  more  than 
seventy-five  feet  from  the  Blessed  Sac¬ 
rament,  the  average  monthly  attendence 
is  less  than  seven  percent. 

These  figures  do  not  speak  well  for 
College  men,  who  certainly  know  better. 

Inquiries  have  also  been  made  to  de¬ 
termine  the  most  popular  reason  for 
the  phenomenon.  They  consist  in  “no  an¬ 
swer’’ — a  simple  shrug  of  the  shoulders, 
a  confused  grin,  shifting  of  feet,  and 
silence.  A  few  openly  admitted  ‘laziness’. 
Some  make  the  claim:  “no  one  ever 
awakens  me’’ — -the  I-don’t-try-myself  at¬ 


titude.  Quite  a  number  of  men  claim 
late  classes,  and  say:  “why  should  I 
get  up  so  early?”  Still  others  are  sat¬ 
isfied  to  rationalize:  “I  go  to  Mass  on 
Sunday  and  that’s  all  I  have  to  do”.

It  is  the 
philosophy  of  Christ  to  be  more  con¬ 
cerned  about  today  than  tomorrow.  “But 
seek  first  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  His 
Justice,  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
given  you  besides.”

This  strange  kind  of  way  of  winning  a 
battle  is  the  clear  example  of  the  Hand 
of  God.  How  He  is  watching  the  ways 
of  man  and  seeing  to  it  that  man  gets 
what  is  best  for  him.  God  gave  the  Jews 
this  special  favor  because  He  wanted 
them  to  become  the  leading  race  in  the 
eastern  Mediterranean  World. 

You  have  also  heard  that  the  age  of 
miracles  is  not  yet  passed.  It  has  been 
proved  in  the  lives  of  several  of  our 
modern  Saints.  A  good  example  of  this  is 
found  in  the  life  of  Saint  Frances  Xavier 
familiarly  known  as  Mother  Cabrini.
